Whilst the great majority of our con- 
temporaries ungrudgingly award the goy- 
ernment that credit to which it is fitirly 
entitled, for its reduction in the publio 
service, others there are—a few in number, 
but bitter in spirit—who sneer at such 
economy as akin to cheese-paring. ‘I'hese 
affect to regard the sweeping away of sino- 
cures a8 a very sinall and paltry business, 
and tell us that it cannot be permitted to 
take tho place of a policy. We assure our 
oror-zenlous friends that it never was so in- 
tended, Ioetrenchment is only a purt— 
unfortunately, on account of a long course 
of public extravagance, it has become an 
important part—but still itis a part only of 
the ministerial programme. There are 
jother measures to which the government 
stands committed besides that of financial 
reform, though assuredly this is one which 
none can afford to condemn, Granted that 
the rosults taken singly aud alonc, are 
small—the aggrozate of all those small 
savings represents quite a considerable 
total, as carpers will find before ministers 
get through. ‘Take the custom's reductions 
an an instance, The dismissal of a lunding 
waiter here, and the abolition of an outport 
at another place, aro in thomsclves trifles 
compared with the amount of our annual 
outlay. But add together the suis thus 
saved, then deduct the total from the ex. 
penditure previously lavished on tho few 
custom houses into whose managoment the 
enquiry has thus far progressed, and the 
result will be found to be « reduction in 
salaries alone of nearly forty per cont. Will 
eprpecion journals scoff at this as a picco 
of “ cheese-paring economy?’ A delivor-
